(C ontinuea from First Page) 
m d th a t had th ere been no progress 
n the fight since then the yearly 
toll from tuberculosis would be more 
hun 30,000 deaths instead of slightly 
more th a n 6000 now. 
Despite this m arked reduction, tu ­ 
berculosis continues as the leading 
cause of death in the groups be­ 
tween 15 an d 40 years of age, th e 
most productive years of life. 
Youthful Victims 
“It kills those in whom society 
has m ade an investm ent in educa­ 
tion and training, but from whom 
there has been little or no retu rn 
in the form of .services or protec­ 
tion,” the bureau analysis finds. 
“Pennsylvania spends more th an 
$1,000,000 a year in the fight against 
tuberculosis 
tlw ough 
the 
three 
state sanatoria and the 105 state 
clinics. 
T he state sanatoria alone 
care for m ore th a n 2000 adult p a ­ 
tients, of whom the great m ajority 
return again to their homes defi­ 
nitely improved, and with the pros­ 
pect of years of active life which 
w ithout sanatorium treatm ent would 
probably have been lost to them and 
to their fam ilies. 
Treat Children 
“Of the 1000 children who pass 
through the sanatorium each year 
only a com paratively few have a c ­ 
tive tubercular lesions in any form. 
Usually they are children who are 
undernourished or who show some 
evidence of having latent tubercu­ 
losis which can be prevented from 
becoming active, 
“In 1929, there were only 35 out 
of 1046 children discharged who had 
failed to respond to treatm ent. 
In 
other 
words 
a thousand children 
definitely in danger of tuberculosis 
were given a few’ weeks of life in a 
healthful environm ent with constant 
supervision 
by 
physicians 
and 
nurses, and retu rn ed to their homos 
improved 
in 
health and

training in healthful living which 
will go far 
tow ard removing th e 
m enace of tuberculosis from th eir 
lives,”
